of America there is a ruling class as 
y defined as in any monarchy in the 


world. Who are ihe ruling classes? They 
are gamblers, saloon-keepers, pugilists, 
bosses, who sit enthroned in gin mills and 
rule a population in some instances larger 
than many of the kingdoms of Europe. 
It has almost come to this, that holding a 
municipal office in a large city almost 
impeaches a man's character, for it brands 
him as the tool of some Buckley. And yet, 
Boss Buckley represents the true averaee, 
morally and intellectually, of the voters 
lhat uphold bis power. The stream rises 
as high as its source and as soon as such as 
he represent, the nation as now the munici- 
pal averace, we will have such as he in the 
White House, and if we permit 51)0,OCO for 
a year to come in and lower the average, 
we will have his lype there very soon. 


Now, what 1 insist upon is, tbat good 


men hold the balance of power in every 
community, and if they wuiild go to the 
polls and vote, not as a matter of allegiance 
to party, bat as a matter of allegiance to 
God, ttie people would no longer mourn 
because the wicked are in authority. I teil 
you, dear ,'riends, the Christian religion is 
a practical thing, and not a bandbox idea. 
The Christian man will not only always 
vote, but he will always vote as he prays. 
When he prays, ''Thy Kingdom Come," 
that means good government, and when he 
prays, "Thy Will Be Done,'1 that means 
good laws, and be will get up from his 
Knees aud not vote for bad men, for men 
who drink aud patronize saloons; and no 
party expediency and discipline nor crack 
ol' party whip can make him. 


One cause of Absalom's sin was that 


supremo conceitwhich made him impatient 
pi' restraint. His own shallow head was: to 
him the one fountain of wisdom. 
Nothing 


was sacred to him. The place where his 
bump of veneration ought to have been 
was a cavity in his skull. 
Such, precisely, 


is the fast young man of today, a. blind 
young Samson, snapping asunder 
the 


withes of law, custom, and obedience tbat 
would bind him to an orderly life; and, 
-stalking forth into society wiih the freedom 
of a.i outlaw, to set at defiance its laws, 
outrage i;s moral sense and prey on its 
innocence und purity.

)'ev. J. C. Hanna, the pastor oE the 


United i'resbyterian Church of this city, 
writes to the Arintx, a college monthly pub-, 
lisned at JNlonmouih, 111., something about 
our climate, rains, grapes, drunkards, Sun- 
day laws and finally about Oakland itself, 
thti result of his first impressions of Oak- 
land:

Showers c.re reported from 
tbe interior of the Staie, however, and 
though the country roads are almost knee- 
keep in dust nnd the bills are bronzed and 
bi'i-nt. by exposure to the sun and lack of 
nvvlfiure, still tbe reports of raia come 
accompanied by statements to the ettect 
that not a great de-.il of damage hns beer, 
ut tie and that it is hoped the heavens will 
withhold their showers just a little longer. 
When they do corne during the summer 
they ruin tho grapes which grow in such 
profusion here, and should that crop be 
spoiled the army oE drunkards that :s 
ai imaiiy reeruiie'! in this land of wine 
m gbt be lessened, and what an awful 
calamity that would be.
